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Mr.  Chairman  &  Gentlemen, 


I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  the  report  on  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department  during  1 9^5* 

In  August,  Dr.  C.  Robertson  Wilson, retired  from  the  position  of  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  Urban  District  and  I  took  up  my  appointment.  I 
would  like  to  thank  the  Council  and  the  Officers  for  the  warm  welcome  accorded 
to  me  when  I  took  up  my  new  duties. 

The  health  of  the  area  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year,  as  an 
examination  of  the  vital  statistics  will  show. 

During  the  summer,  sixty  two  cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  were  notified. 

All  the  cases  were  following  the  consumption  of  untreated  milk  which  had 
become  infected  with  the  organism.  That  the  outbreak  did  not  take  on  the 
proportions  of  a  major  disaster  was  due  solely  to  the  fact  that  the  organism 
responsible  happened  to  be  of  a  mild  variety.  The  lesson  to  be  learnt  from 
this  outbreak^  is  that  the  only  milk  that  is  really  safe  to  drink  is  milk  that 
has  been  properly  heat  treated.

All  these  cases 
occurred  during  an  outbreak  of 
mild,  infection  due  to  the  con¬ 
sumption  of  untreated  milk  from 
a  farm  outside  the  district.  A 
considerable  amount  of  work  was 
involved  in  the  follow  up  and 
investigation  of  cases  and 
contacts.

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is 
responsible  mainly  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis,  and  the  County 
Council  for  the  prevention  and 
control  of  the  disease. 

A  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  is 
employed  by  the  County  Council 
and  based  at  the  Poult on-le-Fylde 
Clinic.  Hospital  and  Chest 
facilities  are  provided  by  the 
Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital 
Management  Committee.

Mr.  Chairman  &  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Department,  for  the  year  1965. 

At  the  end  of  this  year,  Mr.  J.  A.  Lofthouse,  who  has  worked  as  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  this  Council  since  1956,  resigned  his  position,  and  has 
now  taken  up  a  new  position  with  a  neighbouring  authority.  I  am  sure  we  all 
wish  him  every  success. 

During  the  year,  it  does  appear  that  there  has  been  little  opportunity 
to  carry  out  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  new  enactments,  which  are  now  the 
responsibility  of  this  Department,  and  in  certain  cases,  the  enforcement 
provisions  of  older  legislation  has  also  not  been  possible.  This  has 
probably  been  due  to  staffing  problems  in  the  Department,  and  no  doubt  the 
situation  was  further  hindered  by  the  outbreak  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  which 
occurred  during  the  months  of  July  to  November.  The  outbreak  involved 
sixty-two  cases  within  the  district,  and  the  Department  was  worked  to 
the  full  on  the  investigation  of  cases  and  contacts.  The  infection  was 
traced  to  the  consumption  of  untreated  milk  being  retailed  in  this  district 
from  a  farm  outside  the  area. 

In  conclusion,  this  is  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  work  of  the 
Department  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Lofthouse,  and  he  again  wishes 
to  accord,  his  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  the  Council 
for  the  co-operation  he  has  received  from  them,  not  only  this  year,  but 
throughout  the  years  of  his  service  with  this  Council,
